1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S. C 121 : 

I. Claims 1-23, drawn to a method for executing and financing transactions of 
goods and commodities as a parent company, classified in class 705, subclass 35. 

II. Claims 24-49, drawn to a system for executing and financing transactions of 
goods and commodities for a parent company through a wholly owned financing 
subsidiary and a wholly owned trading subsidiary, classified in class 705, subclass 
35. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I and II are related as sub combinations disclosed as usable together in a single 
combination. The sub combinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be 
separately usable. In the instant case, invention I relates to a method for executing and financing 
transactions of goods and commodities as a parent company, said method comprising the steps 
of: incorporating a wholly owned financing subsidiary company and a wholly owned trading 
subsidiary company; approving sellers to participate according to a seller participation 
agreement; approving buyers to participate according to a buyer participation agreement; and 
securing capital to facilitate financing through the financing subsidiary, whereas invention II 
relates to a system for executing and financing transactions of goods and commodities for a 
parent company through a wholly owned financing subsidiary and a wholly owned trading . 
subsidiary, said system comprising: at least one computer; a server configured to approve sellers 
of goods and commodities according to a seller participation agreement and approve buyers of 
goods and commodities according to a buyer participation agreement; a network connecting said 
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at least one computer to said server; and a user interface allowing a user to input and receive 
information relating to the buying and selling of the goods and commodities. See MPEP § 
806.05(d). The method of invention I can be performed by a system configuration different from 
what is claimed in invention II. Hence invention I has a different utility and scope than invention 
II. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search required for 
Group I is not required for Group II, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper, 
even though they are classified in the same class and sub class. 

3. A telephone call was made to Mr. Daniel M. Fitzgerald on June 24, 2005 to request an 
oral election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being made.
